One hears it explained in Florida 
that the secret of successfu] in- 
vestment in subdivision lots was 
knowing which promoters «4vould 
make the improvement they prom- 
Admitted that good guess- 
work in this respect was essential, 
it was not the entire secret. It was 
fully as important to guess which 
subdivisions would really be built 
upon. 

There are now hundreds of sub- 
divisions in Fiorida, laid out on 
g0od land, supplied with pave- 
ments, street lights, perhaps even 
sewers and water mains, which 
seem unlikely to be inhabited for 
some time to come. Nine-tenths of 
these lots are held by speculators. 
The tenth man, who bought with 
the intention of building, is reluc-, 
tant to do so until he sees some- 
body else doing it. The gregarious 


his taste for tidiness, is such that 
he prefers to have his house 
wedged in a block with a dozen 
others rather than having an acre 
of vacant lots all to himself. 
Stagnation May Hurt Prices. 
Disregarding the hundreds of 
thousands of lots in; the swamps

there are hundreds of thousands 
more in subdivisions essentially 
good that are, for the time, super- 
fluous. Money invested in these 
seems doomed to periods of unpro- 
ductivity which will in many in- 
stances amount to dead loss.

Shoestring: pfo- 
moters have disappeared, leaving 
no forwarding addresses; scalesmen 
and small professional specu!lators 
have gone to Asheville and Long 
Island, or back to bond selling. A 
few remain in the hope of a sec- 
ondary boom this summer. 

Here and there a “shoesfring” 
remain as an established member 
of the community. The “shoe- 
stringers’ of yesterday, in fact, 
may be the real estate dealers of 
tomorrow. There is no gainsaying 
that many of the wealthiest men 
in Florida today began a few years 
ago with nothing. 

Variations of Severity. 


The severity of the post-boom 
period varies in different parts of 
Florida, according to the amounts 
of deflation that is necessary. In 
cities where high rea! estate prices 
are supported by industrial and 
commercial and agricultural de- 
velopment, there is, of course, less 
readjustment to be accomplished.

Prices Actually Paid. 

In Tampa and Miami leases were 
made for sums representing high- 
er evaluation than those just given, 
but the figures represent the high- 
est purchase prices actually paid, 
actording to information given the 
writer. Because of the rapidity 
with which these cities have grown, 
it is impossible to obtain accurate 
estimates of their popuiation, but 
for the purposes of this compar'i- 
son, Miami, Tampa end Jackson- 
yille may be assumed to be the 
same size and St. Petersburg half 
as large. 

Outside the lower Fast Coast.

May Divide Both Parties. 

“The effect of this issue on the 
senatorial and gubernatorial elec- 
tions of 1926 will be very marked, 
and that it will dominate the presi- 
dential election of 1928 seems ab- 
‘solutely certain.

GERMAN STEEL 
MAGNATE, DIES 


Began as Small Merchant, 
but When War’ Started 
Employed 50,000—For- 
' tune of $100,000;000.

MULHEIM, Germany, April 5.— 
August Thyssen, an outstanding 
figure in Germany's industrial 
world during the last decade, died 
yesterday. He was 85 years old.

Herr Thyssen had been reported 
in failing health since early last 


‘in an operation. to prevent total 
blindness. Three weeks ago he 
suffered attacks of pneumonia and 
brain fever. 

Born May 4, 1840, Herr Thyssen 
|was brought up in the poorest cir- 
'cumstances. 
opened a hardware store at Duis- 
| burg, with limited capital, but 11 
|years later was able to move his 
‘business to Mulheitm in the Ruhr, 
where he founded the firm of 
Thyssen & Co. It had a capital of 
$6000, from which was developed 
the ramified industrial structure 
under his direction with numerous 
holdings in coal] and iron mines. 

By the time the World War be- 
‘gan Thyssen was producing 1,000,- 
/000 tons of steel annually and em- 
ploying 50,000 men. As a result of 
‘the conflict he lost his great plants 
in Lorraine and the harbor at Caen, 
‘Normandy, but on the whole he 
'managed to keep intact his fortune, 
‘estimated at $100,000,000.

“The Thompson appointment 
seems to be one of political expedi- 
ency, with no other purpose than 
to delay settlement of the Philip- 
pine question and to camouflage 
the lack of interest the Coolldge 
administration takes toward the 
entire problem. The Coolidge ad- 
ministration through Gen. Wood is 
fast developing into a weaker one 
in the Philippines than Wilson's 
administration under Governor- 
General Harrison, when American 
business interests are taken into 
consideration. What {s needed is 
not delay, but a settlement of the 
question, so that continulty 
American bustness can proceed up- 
on a stable basis under the sor- 
ereignty of the United Stetes.” 

Honest natives and Amertoans 
with property interests censure 
America for 28 years of equivoca- 
tion and unoertainty, and applaud 
President Coolidge if Thompson's 
appointment signifies a desire for 
permanent relations between ths 
islands and the-United States, but 
doubts naturally abound. La Van- 
guardia, an influential native pa- 
per, recalls the Wood-Forbes mis- 
sion of five years ago and says:
